Limb", then made a track called the 
'’Hitman" which was totally huge!! 

We cleared the sample with a com¬ 
pany railed Fashion which is like 
the main reggae label in the UK, 
and we just got along really'weil

hooked us up with Cutty. So for 
the single, a joint venture between Fashion * SUM MSB, 
we've gotten DJ $S to come and remix die original ‘Limb By 
Limb" with full-on CUTTY RANKS single coming out with a 
video, CD suigle..the works! Cutty's really into it as well, 
cause one of the guys from Fashion was in lamaica and said 
Cutty has heard Marvellous Cains mixes and he's even voiced 
some intros for Cain's dubplates and that.

JUNGLIZED: Dancehall artists are still sampled 
constantly r ..they should begetting proper recogni¬ 
tion right? 

DAN DONNELLY: SU B BASE gets along really well with all 
the reggae labels because we clear our samples. They like us 
so they'll clear samples for us with no problems and we 
appreciate that We just signed the rights for Fashion mer¬ 
chandise as well, so we are quite involved with woiking with 
the people from the reggae scene. 

Alot of labels haven't been as forthcoming with clearing 
samples and paying die artist their dues, so I can understand 
the grievances dm reggae artists may have. But tliey know 
vve are legjL.I mean the publishing ri^hrs get paid, we sort it 
ad out We work hard to make friends in the scene and that's 
whywe get thin^ done, 

fUNGLIZED: Since Jungle music has roots in reg¬ 
gae musk* hip-hop music and house as u^fl what 
do you expect from the American kids? Whp do you 
see latching on to it first, ragga crowds f raver 
crowds? 

DAN DONNELLY: It's a completely diflerem culture in the 
states. Over here the raggas, ravers * hip-hop am totally inte¬ 
grated already. There's ready no problem with who's gonna 
be attending what nave,..tike white kids ala dancehall mve or 
black kids at a techno rave. It seems a bit more fragmented at 
the moment in the USA.

JUNGL12ED: Clear up the saying 
that "Jungle music is getting 
too commerdai in England. w 
You can see a video in the UK 
for Prizntfs m fire\ yet that's 
still not a compromising, 
commercial tune. Like hip- 
hop* jungle's fbund cpmmer- 
dallity while staying true* right? 
DAN DONNELLY: The point is, the scene isn't any more 
commercial than it was two years ago when it wasn't getting 
much press coverage at all and we were selling like iO,W& 
units of a single. Today we can sell tots more 'cause the sin- 
gk-H are gening into the charts. En the UK the chans are com¬ 
piled by records selling through highly commercial stores, 
not the specialty shops that we only sold through two years 
ago. So of course, a records gonna sell better through a chain 
store * you may only sell die same amount of records, but 
die records are get ting Into the chans where the press notices 
and you've got a sort of fake commerdallity. Getting jungle 
into die magazines, TV and radio...does that really make it 
commercial? It F s just now they're interested in the same 
music we've been making for years. There are people making 
tracks aimed specifically fo r a pop market, but the majority of 
jungle artists don't want to be pop stars. Jungle, as well as 
techno is pretty faceless. except for the occasional bit or 
whatever, but what the fuck Is wrong with that? That's what 
the major labels use lo market for product. When you're a 
producer and you've got your own self contained scene, you

JUNGL1ZED: You guys recently moved your offices 
away from the Boogie Times record store? 

DAN DONNELLY: Yeah, the idea was to move net toe far 
awgy from tire shop, so we are just down the street now. 1 
mem it was ready nice with tire label being right above the 
shop to keep in touch and everything was connected. But 
we've needed this move for a long while. Wo found a good 
shop just a few doors down, where we kepi the same phone 
lines, etc,.we've jgot more space around us now. it's a re-ally 
creative feeling here now.
